Plans to Improve and make avail- 
able to manufacturing firms part of 
the land owned by the village, east 
of the Soo Line tracks were discuss- 
ed at length at a meeting of the vil- 
lage board Tuesday evening. 

A good many companies indicated 
a desire to locate plants in Antioeh, 
and the board plans to make avail- 
able land for their use. At present 
plans are in tentative state, but it 
seems that enough of the land can 
be sold immediately to cover the 
cost of improvements. Trustee 
Cunningham said today that if the 
improvements can be made, that it 
seems assured that several manu- 
facturers will avail themselves of 
the opportunity to move here. 
. Cunningham also said that if the 
plan is completed, that a part of 
the deed will require that a build- 
ing be put up on each plot within 
a reasonable time and that the land 
be used for the purposes stated. In 
other words, the land would be sold 
with the provision that is be used 
for manufacturing and like uses, and 
that a close watch would be kept 
to avoid speculation. 

David Miller, village engineer, re- 
ported Tuesday evening on the cost 
of water and sewer for 10 one-acre 
plots, and the cost would be about 
$703 for the sewer and $548 for the 
water for each plot. The sewer es- 
timate includes $4500 for a pump- 
ing station, since the land is too low- 
for a conectibn with the village sys- 
tem without the use of lift pumps. 
Added to the cost of the sewer and 
water would be the cost Of con- 
structing roads, estimated at ap- 
proximately $250 per acre. This 
will bring the cost of each acre plot 
to about $1500 for improvements, 
and it is hoped: that the plots can 
be sold at an attractive price in- 
order to induce plants to locate here. 

.Among those -interested in- the 
land is. the American Cross Arm and 
Conduit company, with several 
plants located hi. this area, as well 
as all over the United, States. This 
xo.mpany will" require about "five 
acres. Members of the village' 
board will confer with the- company, 
this week to report on the cost of 
the land. .

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Squandering Your Money 

Anyone who has the slightest interest in honest, 
economical government should read an article by 
Charles Stevenson in the June 9 issue of the Saturday 
Evening Post, called "How Government Pressure Boys 
Squander Your Money." The point of it is well de- 
scribed by the Post's sub-title: "With expensive books, 
cocktail parties and thousands of paid press agents, 
government agencies beat the drum to glorify and 
perpetuate themselves. They try to teach you what 
to think — at your expense." 

Mr. Stevenson's article deals with governmental 
publicity activities— paid for, of course, by all the tax- 
payers. Here is a small sample of what he has to say: 
"Budget Bureau statistics indicate that $105,000,000 
is spent annually from taxes to pay 3,400 Federal 
publicity employes and circulate their product. Much 
of this represents statistical reports, desirable pro- 
motion of good farming practices, information con- 
cerning social-security benefits, plus other services 
authorized by Congress. But much of it is also sheer 
propaganda of another order. In one week The New 
York Times received enough government news re- 
leases to fill 800 of its columns, and the Journalism 
Quarterly, on . analyzing 286 releases of this type, 
found 55,080 words of press-agentry, 10,166 words 
to influence legislation, and 45,615 words to influence 
policy." 

Mr. Stevenson names names. The Federal Security 
Administration has shot the works in promoting com- 
pulsory health insurance. The Bureau of Reclamation 
has beaten the drums to- the limit in trying to force 
socialization of the power industry and government 
power development especially in the West. And gov- 
ernment propaganda has entrenched the Amy Engi- 
neers "as an all-powerful pork-barret construction 
agency." 

It is an amazing story — and a disheartening one. 
How much longer will the "government pressure boys" 
be permitted to squander the taxpayers* money in 
this manner? 



The Moon Won't Obey 

A representative of two national organizations of 
retailers recently testified before a Senate committee. 
In the course of his talk he said. "Retailers will work 
to the utmost to make price controls work, hut they 
believe that price controls alone arc useless unless 
other means of controlling Inflation are used. You 
simply cannot control floods of inflation or floods 
of water by putting a dam in the lower reaches of 
the stream. You must go to the source.". . . 

"We cannot get Increased production through in- 
creased restriction of our economy. History shows 
that men can do practically nothing about economic 
laws. After all, we do not make them, we merely 
discover them, as we do physical laws. We con no 
more effect price or Inflation controls by passing 
lows and setting up enforcement agencies than we 
can oblige the moon to circle the earth at 100,000 miles 
instead of 240,000 miles an hour by decreeing that 
it do so and setting up an agency of scientists to 
force the moon to obey the edict." 

He then advocated that the government go to the 
roots of the inflationary problems by controlling the 
money supply, by putting into effect a sound tax pro-i 
gram, by encouraging savings, and by reducing spend- 
ing and purchasing wherever possible. 

One of the worst facets of price control Is that 
many believe it is the perfect, easy cure. They 
should be learning better now.

nary towns of 1,600 have a higher 
death rate than occurs among the 
1,800 reluctant tenants of the famed 
Institution. 

"It's the regular hours," he ex- 
plains. He goes on to point out, how- 
ever, that he is not trying to drum 
up business, or new inmates, but 
"I would say that the life span of 
the average man In jail is longer 
than It is for the average person on 
the outside. They eat, sleep and 
work the same time every day. 
There's no dissipation." 

Another contributing factor be 
outlined is the fact that prisoners 
get good care and take good care 
of themselves. They go to see the 
prison doctor at the slightest prov- 
ocation, whereas the average person 
goes only when he is ailing. 

"Prison pallor" is a lot of "bunk," 
the warden states. "These fellows 
get plenty of sunshine, air and ex- 
ercise. In no case is their health 
impaired after they get here, and 
in many cases it is actually im- 
proved by the regular habits " 

Sing Sing inmates work a five 
and a half day week and are free 
Saturday noon until Monday morn- 
ing to play games, watch movies, 
or do anything but leave. The prison 
death rate from natural causes is 
very low. Last year it was two; 
the average is three per year. Un- 
natural causes — as electrocution — 
accounts for seven deaths so fa r 
this year.

President Renews Life 
Of Series E War Bonds 

WASHINGTON— Now you won't 
have to cash in your scries E war 
bonds that you have been saving 
•o long. 

President Truman has signed a 
bill which lets you hold on to them 
and draw interest for 10 years after 
they reach maturity. The first 
ones matured May 1. They were 
then ten years old and were sold 
seven months before Pearl Harbor. 
Other series bought during and 
after World War II will mature at 
different dates through 1959. 

As an inducement to got holders 
to hang on to E bonds, it is not 
necessary to report the interest for 
income taxes until the bonds are 
actually cashed. 

The law specifically provides that 
any E bond more than 60 days old 
may be cashed at any time the 
owner desires. Accumulated inter- 
est will be paid to that point. 

Besides the option of cashing or 
retaining matured bonds, the law 
also allows the owner to ex- 
change his E bonds for G bonds. 
On these interest is paid by check 
each six months. This should ap- 
peal to retired persons or others 
who want to spend the interest as 
it accumulates. 

In the United States there are 53 
Pillion dollars invested in war 
bonds, of which 35 billion is in E 
bonds. Throughout the country 1.6 
billion in E bonds mature this year.

"When we purchased the plant In 
3946," Darrel Foreman, general 
{manager, said recently, "We 
jthought we had a really good day 
if we turned out 1200 cans of whole 
"^chicken." Now, according to Fqres- 
TJman's beat guess, the plant averag- 
jrea 9000 cans of chicken and turkey 
9 'a day, besides preparing pan-ready 
I fryers, fowl for fricassee, and tur- 
keys done up In pliofilm bags. 

Farmer i Benefit 

j The plant has paid off for the 
formers of the area, too. During the 
ecason, the company buys all their 
poultry within 100 miles of Inde- 
pendence. Wfien it slows up, they 
reach out further. 

At times they buy chickens from 
as far away as Tennessee, New 
York and Texas. Each year It Im- 
ports several carloads from Can- 
ada. ; 

In 1048, the first year the present 
owners had the plant, they canned 
corn and began to remodel the 
.property for canning poultry. The 
next three years, they rapidly ex- 
panded the poultry volume, but 
stopped to can corn each season. 

Then they realized the peak de- 
mand for poultry conflicted with 
the sweet corn harvest. Last year 
they eliminated canned com from 
:'., their products, and began to devote 
all their facilities to canning chick- 
en and turkey. 

£f ' P. L. South, director of sales, re- 
iports It Is remarkable the volume 
of canned chicken business the firm 
enjoys In rural Iowa, where fresh 
chickens are available at all times 
of the year. The firm's largest vol- 
ume, however, is from large cities. 
The firm also export! to several for- 
eign countries. 

Products Go Overieaa 

The company's chicken products 

go overseas west as well as east. 

Last winter, the company received 

a letter from a soldier in Korri. 



telling how much he enjoyed a can 
of chicken In his Christmas pack- 
age, (He was sent a case of chick- 
en, with the company's compli- 
ments.) 

A sizable amount of the com- 
pany's production goes to service- 
men through more conventional 
channels, "We have filled several 
army contracts, since the outbreak 
In Korea,", the manager reports, 
"and we'll do more." 

The Iowa Development Commis- 
sion, In a recent report an the 
.steady growth of the state's indus- 
try, points out that the Independ- 
ence company la an example of 
what Industry In the home towns 
can do for the community. It Is an 
example that could be followed by 
many small towns now in search of 
ways to provide their communities 
with a balanced economy.
